Reports from Havana and Batabano. 

Havana, Cuba, November 19, 1901. 
Sir : I have the honor to submit the following report of the transac- 
tions of the first quarantine district of the island of Cuba for the week 
ended November 16, 1901 : 

There have been no cases of yellow fever reported in the city of 
Havana or at any point in the island during the present month. 

The American barges Henry L. Grigg and Ned and the Spanish bark 
Ellida were disinfect^ prior to departure for Pensacola. This was neces- 
sitated on account of the length of time these vessels had laid in this 
harbor, the Henry L. Grigg having been here since September 3, 1901, 
the Ned for several months, and the Ellida for over a year. 

Batabano. — Acting Asst. Surg. Jos6 M. Campos reports having in- 
spected 4 vessels on arrival and issued 4 bills of health to departing 
vessels during the week. 
I inclose the usual mortuary and other statistics for the week.
